Thirty-five Disobey Orders. 


Thirty-five members of the Colum- 


bus police force rebelled when called 
upon by Mayor Marshall to board 
streetcars in an effort to catch per- j 
sons who have been attacking cars 
nightly with stones, bricks and bul- 
lets. The mutineers, Mayor Marshall 
announces, will be dismissed 
from 


the department. 


The mayor called only upon regu- 


lar policemen to assume the duty on 
cars. Special policemen engaged es- 
pecially for riot duty in connection 
with the strike were not called upon 
for this service, as they were assign- 
ed to places about the city where 
trouble was expected. 
Included in 


the 36 Who refused to board che cars 
are some of the oldest and 
best- 


known men on the force. 


For nearly four weeks Mayor Mar- 


shall had withstood pressure brought 
to bear by officials of the Columbus 
Railway and Light company to put 
officers on cars. Finally city officials 
and leading members of the cham- 
ber of commerce joined in urging the. 
mayor to take this step, and be con- 
sented, although he said he did not 
favor the plan. 
Within a few hours 


his change of policy became known 
to the police and there was wide- 
spread dissatisfaction in the depart- 
ment. 
This reached a culmination 


at 
rollcall. The mayor began 
to 


make assignments and those in re- 
bellion stepped out of the ranks. 


Thiire was little ill feeling express- 


ed, although one officer took off his 
coat and asked the mayor to don it 
and then board a car.
